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oa MONG the papers of P. pv 
Hatpe, who wrote the Ge- 
neral Hiftory of Cuina in 
French fince tranflated into 
Englifh, there are feveral 
little pieces left untranflated. 
Thefe pieces either did not 
come to the Tranflator’s knowlege, or were 
rejected by him as foreign to his purpofe. A 
correfpondent at Puris has favoured us with one 
of them; and as it is a CHinese FABie, it 
will at leaft be fomething new to an inhabrrar 
of this parc of the globe: tho’ indeed, ii we 
could forefee, it would not alfo inftruét and di- 
vert him, we fhould not think its novelty any 
inducement to its publication. 


The LOST KING. 
A CuHinese Fasce. 
PART ILI. 


N the delightful ifle of Taywan or For- 
mMosa, there lived a Mandarin, as much 
rlpected for good perfonal qualities as he was 
commiferated for not knowing how to ufe them 
the public advantage. Buc it is no wonder, 
hat the virtues of magiftrates do not cherifh the 
pople, when felf-interefted interlopers arttully 
ep becween, and pervert to their own gain the 
authority of the one to abufe and opprefs the 
other, 
This Mandarin had been continued in the 





@ government of Formosa from time to time, 


aswell by the decrees of Cuisan 11, the Su 
preme Emperor, as by the voice of the people 
which is always gracioully liftened to by that 
divine Difpofer of fublunary things.* He 
was therefore not a Mandarin of Letters only, 
but Tonc Seno of War, a military Governor 
or Mandarin, 

He was a native of Honan, one of the 
central provinces of the empire, aud held, by 
the favor of Cuianw TI, the Mandiracy of 
this province together with that of the ifle ot 
Formosa. So much power repofed in any 
fubje&t of this empire has been ufually efteemed 
tepugnant to the principles of it ; but here was 
awexception : fo far from grafping at farther 
authority, our mandiran, by delegaiing his own 
tothofe who did not exercife_it much to_his 
honour, feemed to be tired with.wha: he had. 

Te was this fupinenefs of our Mandarin which 
give fuccefs to the ambition of Yao Pegn 
fuL, his clerk. Yao, becaufe he exercifed 
wthority under the Mandarin, affumed fo 
much upon himfelf as not only to render him- 
Gif very offenfive, but fome.imes not a little 
ndiculous too. He would fwell up his cheeks,

* The fenfe here appears ambiguous: Cuan 
Tlough: to mean the Author of our being, accord- 
ing tothis place ; and yet ’tis certain, that in China 
dlauthority is derived from their emperor, The 
teader is left to his own difcretion either to reconcile 
this feeming contradiction, by fuppofing, that all 
governors and viceroys receive their power ultimately 
from Gop, tho’ immediately from one another ; or 
t leave it as he finds it without any unjuft interpre- 
lation or fafhionable innuendo, which neither the 
‘ginal nor tranflation give a colour to. 
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elate his brows, and look very big, when the 
thought of his being a great politician at any 
time feized him, At other times he would 
feold and rant, as if he had never heard the 
name of Conrucius. 

Yao, tho’ but fervant to him, was the Man- 
darin, He took upon himfelf to tax the people, 
and that fo enormoufly that he had Taels * al- 
moft as plenty about him as he had fycophants 
to receive them, By this bribery, he fecured 
himfelf in power, and his mafter in ignorance : 
aod as to the Emperor, he was innaccef- 
fible. + 

The Mandarin, whofe chief refidence by the 
nature of his command was at Formosa, fre- 
quently took a voyage over the Chinefe ocean 
to Honan, as it was natural for him to love 
the place of his nativity. This was the only 
fault the For Mosans could not thoroughly ex- 
cufe in him, except the unlimited confidence 
he had placed in Yao. His love of women 
tho’ exceffive and untimely was a venial ble- 
mifh, and regarded himfelf only. But his 
love for Honan was to the coft of Formosa 3 
that is, it was probably thought that in the pro- 
portion he loved the one, he neglected the 
other; and the Formosans looked upon them- 
felves too confiderable to be governed by a 
non-refident Mandarin, 

He took this voyage oftener than the intereft 
of Formosa, or even his own, required 5 and 
that, it was fhrewdly fufpeéted, by advice of 
his man Yao. The private end to be accom- 
plithed by fuch advice, is too evident to be 
mentioned, ‘* Let me pleafe the Mandarin, 
and J can govern the people ; and if I impove- 
rifh them, [am doubly enriched, firft in their 
{poils, and next in their humility.” Such were 
the inward thoughts of Yao, if an outward 
conduct can ever betray them. 

It muft be remarked, that there was a cer- 
tain man who PRETENDED to the command 
of Formosa. This man kept a watchful eye 
upon the conduét of the Mandarin, hoping to 
gain in the affe€tions of the people in propor- 
tton the other loft. It was his harveft in 
Formosa,when the Mandarin was at Honan. 
Once in his abfence he made an open attempt 
to expel the Mandarin, but the Emperor in- 
terpoicd_ his_ authority, and the contention 
ceafed for that time with the prefggyation of the 
Mandarin, The unfuccefsful claimant how- 
ever waits for more favourable times, ana a 
difpofition in the Emperor more aufpicious 
to his intereft.

+ Mr.Sautmon obferves, The Emperors of the 
Chinefe Race immured themfelves from the public ; 
but that the prefent Emperor of China, who is the 
Delcendent of the Tartar conqueror of that Empire, 
fhows himfelf four times in a month to his fubjects, 
agreeable to an invariable cuftom of his anceftors. 
By this circumftance it may be obferved the above 
Fable was wrote above 100 years ago, fince no Em- 
peror has been inacceffible from the sera of the Tar- 
tar race. ‘This may ferve to fix the antiquity, tho’ 
not the date, of this Fable; for it cannot sarELY 
i.e. truly be inferred, that the Emperor above 
mentioned is either more than a mortal, or acreature 
of mere imagination. 








This firuation of the Mandarin’s affairs 
therefore rendered a voyage to HonAN unad- 
vileable ;-and any encouragement to it baie. 
Yao had before feen the effeéts of it, and was 
left without excufe for turnifhing a pretence to 
renew the caufe, 

The Emperor, he gave out, was determined 
to declare his fon to be his fucceffii ; ard as 
this was to be done in the meft folemn manner, 
the Granp Councit of the Empire was to 
be convened, in order to eleét him. The Man- 
darin was of this Council, and here appeared 
a plaufible pretext for quitting Formosa. The 
mafter and man fet out together, heavy liden, 
not fo much with the good wifhes as with the 
good things of the people : and they foon ar- 
rived at Honan, where they continued a long 
time, without ever going at all to PEKING, 
to the pretended election. Bur their atiival 
there could not have made that real which was 
but imaginary. 

In the mean time the OLp CLAIMANT was 
indefatigable and fuccefsfui in FerMosa. He 
gained profelytes every day. A aeglected pco- 
ple become precarious fubjeéts. —— A precept 
even for a Monarch as wei! as a Mandarin! 

Yaokept up the cheat as long as he was able, 
He was continually fending over news concern- 
ing the election, The meeting of the Council 
was now to be fpeedy, next in a month, then 
in two, and fo on in three, four, five monchs, 
&c. till at laft the Formosans faw the trick 
played upon them, and they were determined 
to comptiment on his return the great genius 
who had been the author of 4, 

It was not eafy to paint their diffttisfaction 
at this event. I caniot fay it generally arofe to 
diffaffe€tion ; becaule many of them aficétion- 
ately bewailed the abfence of their beloved 
Mandarin,—tither ‘or his fake or their own. 

While the people were thus agitated, the 
moft ftunning news came to ther, chat the 
Mandarin, as he was hunting in a defert, was 
loft! The whole ifland was in a confternation, 
Griet and furprize was univerfal in Formosa. 
Some believed it was another trick, others ima- 
gined it a report given out by the fricnds of the 
mandarin to haften his return, while a third fore 
abfurdly believed it a falfhood fet aflo.t by his 
ehemies. Whatever che cruth was thal! be 
related in the Second Part, while we conclude 
this, with remarking that the Mandarin’s pro- 
per name, which we torgot to mention before, 
was SIEN KING, aname common in CHINA,

As his Majefty propofed to fet out from Hanover 
on Wednefday laft, & to reach Helvoetfluys by Sun- 
day ; if the wind proves fair, he will be at St. James's 
about Wednefday. 

We hear his majefty’s birth-day will be celebrated 
the 11th of December. 

Yefterday being his majefty’s birth-day, who then 
entercd into the 7oth year of his age, their royal 
highneffes the prince of Wales and prince Edward 
received the Compliments of the nobility on that oc- 
cafion, &c. 

From Bath we hear, that the princefs Amelia has 
received great Benefit from the waters of that plece, 
and by her known affability & generofity has gain’d 
the affetion of the people there. 

M. Lamberti, minifter of France, is to fet out 
on his return to Paris, upon the arrival of the mar- 
quis de Mirepoix, 

We hear an aé& of parliament will be moved for 
this feffion of parliament, to prevent perfons fend- 
ing their children to be educated abroad, and brought 
up there enemies to the religion and laws of their 
own country. 

We hear there will be a call of ferjeants at law 
this term, when it is faid that Richard Adams, Efq; 
recorder of this city, will be made one of the king’s 
ferjeants. 

We hear that the hon. Mr. Watfon is to be made 
cofferer, which will vacate his feat in parliament 
for Boroughbridge in Yorkfhire, and that then he 
will ftand for member for the city of Weftminfter. 

’Tis reported that commodore Townfhend will, 
on his majefty’s return, be made a lord of the adini- 
salty and alfo a vice admiral. 

Tuefday at an annual general court of the New 
River company, held at their houfe in Bridewell 
Preciné&, James Colebrooke, junior, Efq; member 
of parliament for Gatton in Surrey, was unanimouf- 
* ly chofe their deputy governor, in the room of his 
father James Colcbrooke, fenior, Efq; who defired 
to refign on account of his ill ftate of health. 

Weare affured, that at a late meeting of the Juf- 
tices in Holborn divifion, for licenfing public-houfes, 
the juftices came to a refolution not to licenfe any 
publick-houfe for the future, where coachmen or 
footmen are permitted to have drink at the door, 
or to fit tippling, during the time of divine fervice. 

Tuelday a public veftry for the parifh of St. Bride’s 
they took into confideration the election of a collec- 
tor of the Tithes, payable by them to the Dean and 
Chapter of Weftmintter, and alfo for the lamp duty, 
which two places ufed to be united. But it was 
agreed that the lamp duty fhould be collected by a 
parifhioner, which will fave the parifh 151. yearly, 
and the colleétor of the tithes is to be chofen next 
Monday. 

hve rt fe’nnight two inhabitants paying {cot 
and bearing lot in the parifh of St. Brides, together 
with a conftable of the fame parifh, to whom the in- 
habitants had, in purfuance of the late a& of parlia- 
Ment, given notice in writing of a perfon keepin 
a diforderly houfe in that parifh, appeared at Guild- 
hall before Sir John Barnard to have a warrant to 
take up the bawd, which was granted them, upon 
their entering into a recognizance to give evidence 
the next feflions; but the conftable, whofe duty it is 
likewife by the act of Parliament to enter into re- 
cognizance to profecute the houfe, upon receiving 
notice from the inhabitants, very unwillingly un- 
dertook his part, but at laft complied, feeing he 
would be fubjec& to the penalty of twenty thillings 
a- piece to each of the inhabitants for refufing. Up- 
on conviétion of the bawd, each of the inhabitants 
are entitled to ten fhillings -piece out of the parith, 
as an encouragement to profecute the perfons keeping 
fuch houfes ; and the charges of the profecution are 
likewife to be paid by the parifh. And on Monday 
the Bawd was brought before Sir Henry Marfhall, & 
committed to Woodftreet compter, for want of 
furetivs

Ward asked what they ment, no Reply was made, 
but the fame fellow was going to ftrike him again, 
he being a ftout man gave the villain a blow that 
ftunned him and toffed him into the ditch, upon this 
the accomplice attacked him, who happened to re- 
ceive a ftroke fo fevere on his right hand, that his 
ftick dropped and he took to his heels. Mr. Ward 
had not gone far before he faw a man crawling out 
of the ditch, into which he had been thrown by the 
fame footpads after they had robbed him; they kept 
one another company to Kenfington. 

A few days fince a young woman from Lincoln- 
fhire, who had been in love with 2 ee fellow in 
the neighbourhood where fhe lived, and denied by 
her friends from marrying him, took a refolution to 
come up to town, and made up her bundle of cloaths, 
and had got together about 19 guineas, and a diamond 
ring her fweetheart had made her a prefent of; when 
prefently after her arrival, unluckily got acquainted 
with two fharpers, a man and woman, who pretend- 
ed to help her to a place, and in the Courfe of their 
acquaintance they told her it was neceflary for her 
to fee the town before fhe went to fervice; when, 
under pretence of fhewing her about, they yefterday 
fe’nnight decoyed her into Hackney-fields, when in 
a field near the Salmon and Ball, the man attempted 
to lie with her, but fhe refifting and declaring the 
would rather loofe her life than fubmit to his bafe 
purpofe, fo irritated him, that he, with the affiftance 
of the woman with him, ftripped the young woman 
of her money and ring, and robb’d her of all hex 
cloaths, then threw her into a ditch, entirely naked 
as fhe was, & made off, 

We learn by private letters from Stockholm, that 
when the King affifted laft at a public meeting of 
the fenate, he recommended to teem in a fhort pa- 
thetic fpeech, encouraging as much as poffible, all 
improvements; fince which, an edi& has been pub- 
lifhed promifing to fuch as fhall drain bogs, reclaim 
barren heaths, or cultivate thofe that are over-run 
with turfs, exemption from all taxes for the fpace 
of from 40 to 50 years according to the nature of 
the ground which fhall be recovered, and of its pro- 
duce. 

By the extract from the Journal of the Polith 
diet, it appears that the time has been hitherto {pent 
in making propofals, cavilling at paft and prefent 
meafures of thecourt, calling for redrefs of grievances, 
recommending themfelves to the King’s notice and 
bounty, &c: 

The archbifhop of Guefna, primate of Poland, 
intreated the King to refide oftener in the kingdom, 
argued alfo for an augmentation of the army, and 
made a propofal for regulating the Poll Tax on the 
Jews, who, he faid, ought to be expelled the king- 
dom, as they annually make a repartition of 1200000 
Florins among themfelves, of which they brought 
but a twelfth part into the Royal Treafury, all the 
reft being for their elders. As to the term for con- 
voking the general Diets, he was of opinion, that 
for the future Bright be fixed at the Monday next 
after the feaft of St, Bartholomew, or even after the 
affumption of the blefled virgin. He alfo took no- 
tice of a new fe& arifing in his diocefe called Philli- 
pians, and advifed to extirpate them before they 
fhould gather more ftrength. The primate likewife 
dwelt on the affairs of Courland, and urged the ne- 
ceffity of afferting the rights of the republics; and 
how fhameful it. was to let the Ruffians remain, as 
it'were, mafters of that Dutchy. ; 

The bifhop of Culm and Pomerania agreed with 
the primate about thé points juft mentioned, and ex- 
patiated on the concerns of the province of Pruffia, 
befeeching the ftates to think ferioufly of the beft 
methods to preferve it: Confider, faid he, that it is 
the principal, nay, the only branch of our commerce ; 
that the lofs of it would be greatly, but fruitlefsly, la- 
mented. This bifhop likewife obferved, that in or- 
der to procure Succefs to the diet, they fhould alter 
the manner of Proceeding, and abrogate moft of the 
formalities.

An Extract of a private letter from Paris, 

“¢ The people of this city, about the beginning of 
this month, expected to fee a declaration of the 
king appear, which was to put an end toall the mif- 
chievous quarrels which alarm the Kingdom. The 
court did a€tually take fome ftcps towards bringing 
them to a determination. The commiffioners of 
confcience had made their report to the King; the 
clergy on the other hand, had made their declaration 
to the Comptroller General of the Finances, that, 
in order to fecure the public tranquility, they would 
make no oppofition to the giving in an account of 
their Eftates and effects, nor to the making confide- 
rable free gifts. Upon thefe promifing preparations 
a grand council was held at Choify, at which a 
draught of a declaration which it was propofed the 
king fhould make, and which his majefty had deter- 
mined wpon, was read ; but it appeared fo harhh, fo 
violent, and fo dangerous, that feveral members of the 
council publicly teftified their difapprobation of it, & 
that they could not inconfcience agree toit. Themar- 
fhall duke de Noailles, the only militaty memberre- 
maining in the council, made a long diflertation 
thereupon, wherein, among other things he made 
it appear, That if a declaration of fuch a natureas 
that upon the Carpet did iffue, it would be fetting 
fire to the four corners of the Kingdom; that it 
would occafion the facred perfon of the Ring tobe 
expofed, & that it would certainly make the throne 
totter, how fordidly foever it may fecm to be eftar 
blithed. Upon this and fome fpeeches of the like 
nature, the Declaration in gueftion remained in the 
Portefuille, and the council waits ’till the end of the 
vacation of the parliament (which fince its rifing has 
iffued feveral arrets, againft which the Council has 
found nothing to fay) before it comes to make an 
folute determinatien to elienate the affections ay 
of that refpeétable body, or of the court of Rome, 
the clergy of Franee.”
